A Fight to tho Finish Between a Black 


Tiger Spider and a Pair From tho Gray 
Hill Tribe— The Bout by Bounds—All 
"Put to Sleep," Tliongli the Black Won. 
la the quiet laboratory of a Ninth 


street chemist the other day .there was 
enacted a little tragedy which afforded a 
clemoBRtratBd lessou in the etiquette of 
duelism as it is conducted among tho 
spiders. Fow realize the intelligence 
these inconspicuous little creatures often 
display, and in fact few people besides 
Fcientists go to tho trouble of spending 
an hour or so watching them. 


The doctor espied a spider in the cor- 


ner of the laboratory window sill. He 
procured a wide mouthed jar, and with 
a stick endeavored to pnsh the Rpider 
into it. Tho insect turned savagely on 
it and darted quickly up the stick to- 
ward his hand. Stick and spider were 
dropped immediately on to tho sill,' 
from which in another instant the crea- 
tnro was scoop,esi into tho jar. 


He lay sullen and bunched up at the 


bottom. His body was fully three-quar- 
ters .of an inch long, the thorax mottled 
black and green, tho abdomen pursy, 
round ancl marked with well defined 
stripes of black and yellow; the legs not 
very long, but' stout, hairy and ending 
in unusually strong, double olaws, while 
tho head was armed with n pair of 
shining black maridibles that looked 
like small steel pinchers. One of the 
neighbors said afterward that it was a 
"tiger spider," and thcro was no ques- 
tion as to the aptness of the name. His 
behavior was so ugly and fierce that he 
mado a good sabjeot for testing tho 
pugnacity of spiders with their kind. • 


The doctor was familiar with his own 


home, and having mado the capture he 
went up into his own garret, where the 
walls and corners wore profusely deco- 
rated with "will yon walk into my par- 
lor" contrivances. 
He singled out a 


typical web and proceeded. The month 
of tho web •wa.s opened out over quite a 
considerable area and ran back'as a- 
narrow tube, the whole being liko tho 
most delicately woven gray white silk. 
Throwing a tempting bait into the wob 
in'the shape of a fly, the doctor had no 
difficulty in sweeping two gray spiders 
into another jar. 


He got a deep sided salad bowl and 


dumped the gray spiders in. • They at 
once began running around tho flat bot- 
tom, 
making wild dashes up .the sides 


and tnrahliug over each other in their 
excited efforts to escape. 


Assoouas tho tiger spider was shaken 


out of his picklo jar into the bowl' the 
gray spiders ceased their wild actions 
and took up a crouching position at one 
side of the bowl bottom. The tiger spi- 
der made no effort to escape, but after 
one or two rapid reconnoitorsof his sur- 
roundings squatted just across from 
and facing the hill tribers. 


Tho first offensive movements came 


from the f:niy spiders. These were in 
the nature of slow advances nurTretreats 
along the cironiuferenoo line of tho bowl 
bottom, with thu evident' i.'jtciiiion ol 
taking tS;e ti;;er spider 011 tho flank. At 
each advance, ho\vt>vpi\ the tiger spider 
sat np, resting mi his four posterior and 
middle foot, while thn two anterior logs 
were stretched out liko tho arms of a 
wrestler, and tlif. ?:vong ealiper shaped 
jaws were opened to their fullest extent. 


Suddenly one of Hie ppidc-rs made a 


characteristic but fatal dush. Ho seemed 
actually to Imp at the big spider. But 
quick as tho hill ppider was, tbo tiger 
-•puler WBK equally so. As the long drab 
| spicier dartc-.! in, the bitf black and 
yel- 


low fcilow fprunji np and faced him. 
Tho next instant ilic-y closed, and in a 
moment throe of th- bill spider's legs 
hiy on the ijlasp, r.uc! the 
ti,<-ev spider, 


holding irif eawny i'.) a beariiko hut,1, 
wa-" burying his umuiiiblfls iu tho oth- 
er's 
throat. 


Tho killing had not been clone, how- 


ever, without receipt of injury on both 
sides. One yellow and black leg lay 
with the thico drab ones, and there 
were two drops of black jaico on the 
pursy abdomen of tho tiger spider, 
which showed where tho gray spider 
had planted his jaws iu the rush. 


Meanwhile, too, tho second gray spi- 


der had not been idle, but was circling 
round and about tho struggling pair. 
Then, seeing his opportunity, he dashed 
in, only to bo faced by the burly fight- 
er, who, to meet the new attack uuen- 
oumbered, threw the body of the dead 
combatant from him with a gesture' that 
was almost human. 


Tho clinch did not follow so quickly 


this tinje. Tho gray spider succeeded in 
getting in and away, clipping off an- 
other yellow and black leg as he did so, 
but in tho second rush he was caught, 
and tho tiger spider's jaws were locked 
in his throat. 


So ended the fight. 
The tiger spider held oil to his second 


corpse BO long and quietly that I thought 
him dead also, until I stirred him with 
my pen, when he staggered 'furiously 
against it, opened his jftws and rolled 
over, a corpse.—Cincinnati Comrneroial 
Tribune.

RECOGNITION OP 
OLD SOLDIERS. 


Senator Mitchell of Oregon has in 


troduced a bill to amend section 1,734 
of the revised statutes. 
That section 


pfovides that persons honorably dis- 
charged from military or naval service 
by reason of disability resulting from 
wounds or sickness incurred in the 
line of duty, shall be profei reJ for ap- 
pointment to civil" offices, provided 
they are found to possess the business 
capacity necessary for a proper dis- 
charge of tbe duties of the office. 
The 


amendment gives preference to all 
honorably discharged 
persons from 


the military or naval service without 
legard to the reason for such discharge, 
provided they served ninety days or 
more in the war of the rebellion or in 
any Indian war. 


Of course this bill will pass if there 


is anything more than campaign bun 
combe in the "high regard" expressed 
for the old soldier by the Republican 
party. No ex-Confederate in Congress 
ever opposed any bill for the benefit of 
Union soldiers. 
Senator Morgan who 


served as a private in the Confederate 
army will doubtless favor the bill as 
he holdii the men with whom he bat- 
tled when a young man in the highest 
esteem. It will certainly go through 
the House, which has a Republican 
majority of abont 145, as the majority 
in that body cannot afford to give the 
lie to their utterances, 


But how will this suit oar Nevada 


friends who voted for the gold stand- 
ard for prospective pap ?

many old soldiers in Nevada who 
served in the war of the Union and in 
Indian wars who are qualified to fill 
almost any federal office in the State.

TBE PRESIDENTIAL VOTE. 


The official vote of the State of New 


York is announced, and it practically 
completes the official, vote of State? 
and makes it possible for the first time Uuion army. 
to tabulate the popolar vote for Presi- 
dent at the November election. With 
the exception of Utah and South Da- 
kota, where the courts have ordered a 
revision of the returns, the final vote 
of all the States has been collected. In 
Texas the State canvassing board de- 
clared the vote at the time appointed 
by law without waiting for the returns 
from six small counties which for some 
cause had been delayed. 


The total vote cast for President at 


the November election, 1896, was 13,- 
924,653, which was 1,813,124 more than 
the total vote of 1892. McKinley received 
7,100,480 and Bryan received 6,508,681, 
HcKinley's plurality being 600,799. 
,Only twelve of th» forty-five States re- 
ported a separate vote for Bryan and 
Wation, and the aggregate vote for 
Bryan and Watson in those States was 
46,879.

Eberth's 
bacillus can be obtained usually from 
public laboratories in large cities, and 
kept on hand., If it is a fact that an 
anti-toxine has been produced that is 
efficacious in cutting short the disease 
as announced, and wo have a method 
of diagnosing it within a few days of 
its inception, typhoid fever will cease 
to be dreaded as now.

The Reply of » CUropoiUrt Started an In- 


vestigation— Those Who Walk Suffer 
Most From Com*—Hair Sidewalks Exer- 
cise an Important Influence, 


"What makes corns?" 
"If people would not walk, they would 


Dot have coins," replied the chiropodist 
emphatically. 


The reply was satisfactory as far as it 


went, but it didn't go far enough, and 
therefore the sufferer, not being able to 
rid himself of the pain by riding til- 
ways, walked and pondered. 


Ho began to notice, when he walked 


in one direction on one side of a street, 
that one foot was affected and when 
he walked in the opposite direction that 
the other foot was uffected. The distresa 
was in the foofc that was toward the curb. 
He could not walk ahead awhile and 
then walk backward to lehevo the pain, 
because ho tnonght that he might be 
looked upon as a crauk and that such 
behavior in a public street would benb- 
burd anyway. Then ho examined his 
bhocs and observed that the most of the 
wear was on tho outer.cdgcs-of the soles 
and heels and that the upper leather 
had begun to bulge slightly over ihe 
worn paits of tho soles. When he put 
his shoes on again, he observed that the 
leather where it bulged pressed ou the 
painful area of each little toe. 


With tho results of the observations 


m mind, the sufferer proceeded, step by 
step, somewhat painfully nt times, to 
ascertain the cause of the effect on his 
shoes. Ho would not acknowledge tha 
he might be bowleggcd and unable ti 
wear evenly the soles of his shoes, anc 
nobody who met him could observe an; 
unusual deflection from tho ordinar; 
hues of logs. Ho trod carefully, and" 
without making himself conspicuous 
tried to walk on n level, BO that tin 
pressure would bo equal 011 the whol< 
surface of each Eole. His toeing wai 
moderate—neither too much, outward 
nor too much inward—and at times he 
succeeded in walking as his mind di 
rectod, but usually tho distress that h< 
winced from indicated that something 
was wiong somewheie. The foot ou the 
curb Fido of the walk was generally dis 
tressed 111910 than tho other. The fit of 
his shoes was fair, and for awhile tlv 
suffering investigator could not deter 
mine the reasons for tho tendency to 
bulge on tho skies. Ho defied anyone to 
prove that the bottled waters that he 
drank could have an effect on his sys. 
tern that v> ould tend to make him edge 
toward the gutter. Such aii idea ough 
not to bo thought of. 


Going somewhat deeper into the sub- 


ject, beneath tJio shoes and tho paiufr 
areas, the investigator gave some atten 
tioij to the surf aces ou which he walked 
and stowed away in his Lusmory the 
characteristics of localities in which he 
believed he had experiences that were 
painful, more painful, and most pain 
ful, or almost painless. Ho noticed, for 
instance, when ho walked ncro&s an as- 
phalt pavement from ono sidewalk to 
another in certain localities, that -his 
tread was even ai:d that he had httlf 
pain. The experience suggested that he 
could generally have relief by walking 
on asphalt pavement, but he remember 
ed the arrest of an eccentric pedestrian 
who insisted on having the privilege ol 
walking in the middle of the street auc 
decided that he would not risk himself 
m that direction, notwithstanding the 
relief that might be obtained. He no 
ticed also that the distresa was less in 
some localities than in others and that 
all sidewalks were not alike. Ho tried to 
confine his walks to the localities m 
which he felt the least distress, but he 
had to go such a roundabout way to ar- 
rive at any particular place, especially 
his place of business, that the plan hac: 
to be abandoned. Besides, he never trot 
a perfect route—a route that throughout 
its length had a surface that could be 
paced without pain. At one point or an- 
other the patient investigator 
fell 


twinges that were almost unbearable. 


Lining up the subject on the best 


routo he could find, he devoted his at- 
tention to the spot or block where he 
had tho most severe twmge=. That bent 
him to the sidewalk, describing the a.c 
tion figuratively. He did not f.rop on 
his kuee«, although he had tho iiiipu 
to do that and to howl a!=o, but he 
stopped nt the curb and thought awhile. 
He inferred that his sufleuugs u tio 
greater in that particular block bcc,trso 
some peculiarity or influence presented 
itself there. At first the tent;flea of 
thought grasped nothing definitely, but 
as the pain departed from tho affected 
foot, tho powers of -usiou took hold and 
the result was a levelation. 


As m many great discoveries and rev- 


elation5!, the caoseof the effect w?a very 
simple—tho sidewalk had been graded 
from the house lino to the curb for goed 
drainage, and as the incline was a few 
degrees more there than in many places 
it was natural that any one wnUiug 
thero should tend slightly toward tho 
curb. Tho friction of the solos of the 
shoes on the sidewalk being greater 
than the friction, of. the feet on the in- 
ner soles of the shoes, the weight of tho 
body caused the feet to slide sidewise 
in the shoes. The effects on the feet 
were different, and the painful effect in 
one foot and then the other depended 
on the direction in which the sufferer 
walked. 
When the right foot was 


toward the curb, its small toe was 
pressed against tho leather and tortured, 
while the left foot by maintaining a 
level, the worn edge of the left shoe be- 
ing about equal to the degree of the in- 
cline, had very light pressure onjsither 
side. Guided by the revelation, th'e suf- 
ferer trod carefully thereafter and kept 
clear of slanting sidewalks as frequent- 
ly as possible, but in time he was. com- 
pelled to acknowledge that the periods 
of relief from pain were far apart, be- 
cause the role is that sidewalks should 
slant toward the gutter, and the rule is 
followed generally, and he realized that 
the chiropodist's reply was accurate.— 
New York Times,
